General Motors September sales report 
which was issued late last week indicates 
clearly that stocks of 1936 models in 
dealers hands have been reduced almost 
if not entirely to the vanishing point. 
Since March this year, sales by GM divisions to dealer 
have run consistantly below the sales by dealers to con- 
sumers with the single exception of July. During the nine 
months Jan. 1 to Oct. 1, sales to consumers in the United 
States have totaled 1,346,915 while sales to dealers in the 
United States have totaled only 1,260,154 units. This is a 
difference of 86,761 units. During the closing quarter of 
1935, sales by General Motors division to dealers in the 
United States exceeded the sales to consumers by deal- 
ers by 67,982 units. Thus the reduction in dealer inventor- 
ies was greater during the first nine months of this year 
than the acumulation of stocks during the closing quarter 
of 1935. By the time new models arrive at dealer show 
rooms the shelves will be bare of 1936 models and good 
progress will have been made in further reducing used 
car inventories which have been in sound shape for sev- 
eral months.

Expenditures in excess of $25,000,000 are 


Fisher being necessitated by the introduction of 
Spending the new “unisteel” turret top Fisher 
Millions body that will feature the 1937 line of 

yeneral Motors cars, it was disclosed 


today by Edward F. Fisher, general manager of the auto- 
motive concern’s body-building division. Dies for the new 
models are costing $10,000,000. Installation of new ma- 
chinery building programs now underway at various 
plants and other investments in fixed assets account for 
another $11,000,000, while the cost of the change-over to 
the new type of construction, principally the re-arrange- 
ment of production lines and equipment, exceeds $4,000,- 
000. Of the $15,000,000 total represented by the last two 
items, $4,150,000 is being expended in Detroit, Flint, 
Pontiac and Lansing, Mich. More than $1,300,000 likewise 
is finding its way into the plants at Cleveland and Nor- 
wood, O., and $631,000 into the Tarrytown and Buffalo, N. 
Y. factories. Approximately $2,260,000 is being spent in 
preparing other manufacturing units throughout the 
country for the part they will play in the production of 
the unisteel bodies. These include plants at St. Louis, 
Janesville, Wis., Atlanta, Kansas City, Baltimore, Oak- 
land, Calif., and Memphis. The remaining $7,000,000 repre- 
sents construction of the new stamping division plant at 
Grand Rapids, Mich. Steel is employed for all structural 
purposes in the new bodies according to Fisher. The outer 
as well as the inner structure carries a portion of the 
load. 

The unisteel body is a single stee] unit. The turret top 
is permanently fused to the front end assembly and the 
quarter panels, and those parts with the reinforced steel 
floor. To this rigid structure, the steel interior bracing, 
which is welded at every point of contact, is added.
